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Local woman found murdered on city street 


The incidence of the murdered body found 
in the 500 block of Acacia St. in Sierra Madre 
broke a five-year record for homicides in this foot¬ 
hill town. The last homicide was in 1980, accord¬ 
ing to Sierra Madre F’olice Chief Bill Betts. He 
says there have been five in over 30 years. 

Vernon Vilroy Johnson, 65, was arrested Sun¬ 
day evening in connection with the death of his 
wife, Betty Florence Johnson, 67, whose body was 
discovered by an unidentified San Gabriel Valley 
fireman late Saturday evening. 

The partially-clad body was found in the street 
on Acacia about 200 yards from the Valle Vista 
Dr. home owned by the Johnsons. She was wear¬ 
ing a blouse and undergarments, according to Lt. 
Chuck Bradley, homicide bureau, Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Dept., who heads the investigation. Sgt. 
Birl Adams is assisting Bradley. 

Results of the autopsy Monday indicated that a 
gunshot in her head killed her. although she had 
several other gunshot wounds on her body. 

I t. Bradley told The News that the body was 
found about 9:55 p.ni. and at lirst the north¬ 


bound passerby thought it was a child’s bike until 
he saw the soles of the feet. He checked the body 
and found no pulse, so called the police. 

Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team was 
called m Sunday evening to check the hills behind 
the Johnson home, and the possible murder weapon, 
a 357 magnum, was found behind the home 
down the cliff. 

Acacia and the area nearby are aflluent neigh¬ 
borhoods in Sierra Madre. Several of the neighbors 
near where the body was tound were gone for 
the weekend and were unavailable to talk with 
authorities. 

Adren Jones, a Valle Vista neighbor of the 
Johnsons, said they were “really good neighbors. 
We are really shocked. It is so sad.” 

When asked if they had heard any disturbance 
in the Johnson home Saturday, she replied, “Not 
a thing. We had company from out-of-town and sve 
were in the family room in the back. A hedge 
separates our yards. We knew there had been family 
problems but our relationship with them both was

Members of the GFWC Arcadia Junior 
Woman’s Club encourage all citizens to 
display their American flag on Flag Day, 
Friday, Juno 14. 

What is Flag Day? 

On June 14, 1919, President Wilson 
proclaimed the original birthday of our 
flag as national Flag Day. The first flag 
in 1777 consisted of 13 stars and stripes, 
one for each colony. The 13 original stars 
have grown to 50 and stand for the union 
of 50 states held together by the bond of 
one national government. 

A new star was added for each new 
state on July 4 following its admission to 
the union. The 13 stripes preserved the 
traditions and ideals of the 13 colonies. 
The red stripes stand for hardiness and 
courage, and the white is a symbol of puri¬ 
ty and innocence, blue is for vigilance, 
perserverance and justice. 

Before displaying the American flag, 
you should know the following facts: 

• When flown with other nations in 
a row, it is at the same height as the 
others. 

• When flown with other flags on the 
same staff, it is the highest. 

• The flag is displayed to the right 
of the speaker. 

• When )(he flag is hung with the 
union down, it is a distress signal. 

• A flag at half mast is raised to 
the peak and then lowered to a half-way 
point. 

• The flag should never touch the 
ground and should not be flown on days 
of inclement weather. 

• The flag should be kept clean by 
dry cleaning. Old flags may be given to 
the American Legion, should never be 
thrown in the trash but should be destroy¬ 
ed in a dignified way, preferably by burn¬ 
ing. 

• In a parade, the American flag 
is in the center front or at the right of the 
other flags in a line. 

• The flag should never be dipped to 
any person or thing. Regimental colors, 
state flags and organization or institution¬ 
al flags are dipped as a mark of honor. 

• The flag should never be carried 
horizontally, but always aloft and free. 

• When the flag is displayed other 
than from a staff, it should be displayed 
flat, or so suspended that its folds fall 
free. When displayed over a street, place 
the union so it faces north or east depend¬ 
ing upon the direction of the street. 

• The flag should form a distinctive 
feature at a ceremony of unveiling a statue 
or monument, but should never be used as 
the covering for the statue or monument. 

• Never display the flag from a float 
except from a staff, or so suspended that 
its folds fall free as though staffed. 

• GFWC Arcadia Juniors urge all 
area people to fly their flag on Flag Day 
and every national holiday.

Noble also design¬ 
ed a counter display for gum and candy bars 
and a place in the middle for his l.ifc Savers.

Ducks thrive in either a natural pond or 
a constructed one. They also require an indoor 
shelter or coop as protection from cold weather. 

If kept in a natural pond, most ducks 
will find food material such as algae and 
insects. This diet should be supplemented 
with a daily portion (two cups) of turkey or 
duck pellets. Pekings also enjoy a combination 
of eornmeal, bran, rolled oats, dry milk, salt 
and cod liver oil; table scraps and poultry 
grit. 

As for behavior, ducks have Ihe interest¬ 
ing trait of imprinting. Shortly after hatching, 
a duckling looks for a mother figure. If the 
mother duck isn’t available, the ducklings 
will attach themselves to the first figure that 
attracts their attention. 

Naturalist author Konrad Lorenz writes 
amusing stories about his experiences with a 
brood of ducklings who imprinted him. As a 
respectable scientist, he never expected lo con¬ 
duct his daily chores with a line of ducklings 
trailing after him. Seeking a more appropriate 
role model for the ducklings, l-orcnz eventually 
persuaded a mother duck to adopt the way¬ 
ward youngsters.

Pole, not tower, to be 
constiucted in mountains 


Paul C. Sweetland, supervisor of Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest, rendered the decision that radio sta¬ 
tion KMAX-FM will be allowed to install a 130-ft. 
unipole to replace the existing 92-ft. pole. It current¬ 
ly operates northeast of Sierra Madre and north of Ar¬ 
cadia on the Arcadia Electronic Site, Angeles Na¬ 
tional Forest. 

The station had requested a 290-ft. tower. 
According to Rich Hawkins, district resource man¬ 
agement director, forest officials hope the KMAX 
pole will be the last new broadcasting facility at 
this site. 

Forest officials have decided to impose a mo¬ 
ratorium on broadcast construction as soon as that 
KMAX pole is installed. Construction of the pole 
must first be approved by the Federal Communi¬ 
cations Commission, Hawkins said. 

Hawkins told The News that a permanent ban 
on broadcasting facilities construction at this site is 
seriously considered by the forest service. 

As a public service, the Sierra Madre News is 
printing part of the environmental assessment report 
as quoted by Sweetland: 


Alternative Three was 
selected for three rea¬ 
sons: 

1. Alternative Three 
provides slightly more 
public service benefits. 

2. Long-term facility 
maintenance will be a 
problem at both of 
these roadless sites, 
but substantially easier 
if Alternative Three is 
implemented. 

3. Implementation of 


Alternative Six could 
result in fire suppres¬ 
sion access problems 
should the Forest Ser¬ 
vice attempt to place 
tractors on the ridge- 
top during future fire 
suppression opera¬ 
tions in the area. 

In considering this de¬ 
cision, five other alter¬ 
natives were considered; 
1. No action. KMAX 
would continue to 
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transmit with a 92- 
foot pole. 

2. Construction of a 
290-foot self-support¬ 
ing tower (KMAX 
proposal). 

4. Construction of a 
500-foot tower in Ir- 
windale, California. 

5. Construction of a 
500-foot tower on an 
additional private par¬ 
cel in Irwindale, Ca¬ 
lifornia. 

6. Construction of a 
50-foot unipole and 
small building at a site 
approximately 850 feet 
northwest of the exist¬ 
ing KMAX facility. 

The environmental as¬ 
sessment evaluated the 
resources under the juris¬ 
diction of the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, 
which might be affected 
by this decision. This de¬ 
cision is made with the 
understanding that the 
Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission has 
sole jurisdiction over 
communications use on 
all lands, including el¬ 
ectronic interference 
problems between elec¬ 
tric site users and off¬ 
site interference prob¬ 
lems as well. The U.S. 
Forest Service, on the 
other hand, is respon¬ 
sible for the safety of 
the general public on Na¬ 
tional Forest lands and 
to insure that proposed 
special uses of National 
Forest lands are com¬ 
patible with other exist¬ 
ing or planned land uses. 

To insure that im¬ 
plementation of Alter¬ 
native Three will not re¬ 
sult in any significant 
environmental effects, 
the following mitigation 
measures are applicable 
and a part of this de¬ 
cision: 

1. The existing 92-foot 


pole must be removed 
within one year of the 
date of completion of 
the construction of the 
130-foot pole. 

2. KMAX is respon¬ 
sible for mitigation of 
any soil disturbance 
relating to power sup¬ 
ply and construction ' 
of the 130-foot uni¬ 
pole. 

3. The surface of the 
new unipole must be 
treated with a 
weathering agent to 
create a dark, non-re- 
flective surface. 

4. If a fence is in¬ 
stalled around the base 
of the 130-foot pole, 
this fence will be paint¬ 
ed a desirable shade of 
green or brown. 

This Environmental 
Assessment Report and 
Decision Notice will be 
used as additional input 
to the Angeles National 
Forest Land Manage¬ 
ment Plan, a 50-year 
plan that is currently 
available for public com¬ 
ment. No additional per¬ 
mits will be issued for 
the Arcadia Electronic 
Site until the Angeles 
Land Management Plan 
is approved. 

Due to public and 
Forest Service concerns 
over visual quality and 
Forest Service concerns 
over fire control access 
in the area, it is the 
intent of the Forest Ser¬ 
vice to have the Arcadia 
Electronic Site removed 
from the list of 21 exist¬ 
ing electronic sites on 
the Angeles National Fo¬ 
rest, in effect eliminating 
any future growth of fa¬ 
cilities at the site. 

Project implementa¬ 
tion will take place no 
sooner than 30 days 
from the date (June 5, 
1985) of this decision.

1777, the Conti- 3 * 

nental Congress 
“Resolved: that the 
flag of the United 
■ States be made of 
thirteen stripes,

new constellation.” 

The thirteen-star Hag was made obsolete 
when Vermont joined the Union in 1791 and 
Kentucky in 1792. 

A revision was made that added two stars 
and two stripes but in this Second Flag act, 
no provision was made for other states that 
were sure to be formed and be admitted to the 
Union. 

Many and varied were the flags that were 
flown during the following forty years. It was 
1818 before the new Flag Act permanently 
set the requirements of the thirteen stripes and 
a new star for each state.
